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SACCO INCIDENT SPARKS OFF 


"IMPROVE OUR 
REFS" DEMAND 


MANY Association and club officials who in 
the past have pressed for a “fair go” for 


referees expressed concern last week-end lest’ 


soccer’s headquarters, Olympic Park, be 
brought into disrepute by the flow of inci- 
dents brought about by sub-standard 
refereeing. 


Cause for the renewed concern was sparked off 
last Saturday by the handling of the Hakoah- 
Juventus match. 


According to some independent officials, a game 
that was brilliantly attractive in the first 30 minutes 
deteriorated to a near-fiasco. And, let’s be blunt, 
they blame the referee. 


Referees have a most difficult and thankless task; 
and cannot be expected to see evéry incident in a 
game. But they are expected to apply the laws of 
the game corre¢tly. 


Hakoah officials felt duty-bound to protest to the 
council against the handling of the match. 


“We are not protesting against the result,” said 
Mr. K. Defris, secretary of Hakoah. “We are 


appealing neither for a replay nor for the points 
involved. We simply feel it our duty to officially 
draw the attention of the Association to the fact 
that incompetent referees are being assigned to 
First Division. games at Olympic Park. 


“Last Saturday we felt the referee erred seriously 
by not penalising our opponents after one of our 
players, Sacco, was knocked unconscious and carried 
from the field,” he alleged. 


“Furthermore, the referee did not allow ‘time on’ 
for the eight minutes which were lost because of the 
incident,” he added. 3

“The Soccer Association.and the Referees’ Associ- 
ation have worked on diverging lines for far too 
long,” he said. “They must get together and work 
together if the problem of inconsistent refereeing is 
to be solved. 


“Apart from my own observations,” he continued, 
“the fact that the League Management Committee 
had to deal with six protests last week, all of which 
disputed referees’ decisions, is significant. 


“JT intend to bring the matter before the Soccer 
Council at the earliest opportunity.”

BE A SNOB -- 


NOT so long ago a referee 

toned a player 
when the referee spoke to 
his linesman and _ the 
player persisted in trying 
to hear what was said. 
And that caused an after- 
the-match discussion. Was 
the referee right? 

The answer is, of course, that 
he was. No referee worth his 
salt is going to allow players to 
eavesdrop while he speaks to a 
linesman or other players. 

That player was guilty of 
misconduct because he was 
ordered away and disobeyed the 
referee by staying. ‘ 

Time and again, at Olympic 
Park this season, I’ve seen 
referees allow players to crowd 
round while they admonish a 
player for dirty play. 


And this really does surprise 
me. 

There’s nothing worse to see 
than a referee make a_ half- 
hearted attempt to be firm with 
a player while groups from 
both sides mill round arguing 
the toss, pushing and shoving, 
and waving their arms at him. 

It should be stopped, imme- 
diately. A referee must never 
allow, under any circumstances, 
all and sundry to debate his de- 
cisions. When he does he loses 
complete control of the game. 
And he shows everybody on the 
ground that he is a weak re- 
feree. 

A rule that has improved the 
game considerably in Russia 
might well be introduced gen- 
erally. No Russian player is 
allowed to argue with or ques- 
tion a referee’s decision. 

If a dispute arises the cap-

tain is the mouthpiece of the 
team. And, I might add, the 
system works wonderfully. 

It cuts out squabbles, for 
players know that the referee 
has power to give them march- 
ing orders if they “play up.” 

It’s unlikely, of course, that 
Victorian soccer will become as 
strict as that, though certainly 
it would clear the game of the 
temperamental types. 

Clubs could help themselves 


and the game generally by 
drumming into their players 
that they will not tolerate 


“referee-baiters.” For, in the 
long run, the clubs are black- 
e tisldand pre-warned referees 
quickly use their authority to 
get rid of troublemakers. 


“Accidental” Fouls. 


_,Many defenders complain 
if a penalty is » awarded 
after they have handled the 


ball to protect their face. But 
they are wrong. 

Referees have no option, ex- 
cept under very exceptional 
circumstances, but to penalise 
them. It would become a very 
peculiar game if, as some people 
imagine, this sort of thing 
could be done with impunity. 

A player should be venalised 
only if he infringes the rules, 
intentionally of course. But 
some players wrongly believe 
that the word accidental can be 
stretched to cover any manner 
of offence. 

For instance, the rules make 
it quite clear that there can be 
no such thing as “accidentally 
jumping into an opponent.” 

That is as it should be, for 
otherwise players would be 
prepared to argue every time 
they skittled an opponent with 
a dangerous leap that they 
were jumping to the ball and 
had no intention of colliding

SUBSTITUTES.

In international matches, British 
teams do not change players, but 
other nations do so. In a recent 
match, between Sweden and Den- 
mark, a Swedish centre forward 
was replaced. Incidentally, on 
advice from his coach, he feigned 
injury and, as a result of an “in- 
quest,” the coach and team man-

More about the Argus medal 
- — Bill Fleming's view 


Sir,—I would deem it a favour if 
you would allow me space to cor- 
rectly answer a letter written 
jointly by Messrs. J. Radovinovich 
and Z. Danillo, of West Brunswick; 
to “Soccer News.” 

These gentlemen asked in brief: 
Why are the points awarded by 
referees each week for Victoria’s 
Best and Fairest player not pub- 
lished ? ri 

When the “Argus” newspaper 
ceased publication early this year, 
I decided to keep alive the medal 
at my own expense. Previously, 
jn 1954, the Victorian Soccer 
Council approved wholeheartedly 
of the idea and the Council has not 
been notified that the medal would 
discontinue. 

I approached the Referees’ As- 
sociation. secretary, Mr. T. Dig- 
nam, as had been my custom in 
previous” years, asking if the 
referees would again co-operate. 
The referees agreed and I have 
undertaken to pay all expenses in- 
curred. 


Because of the situation which 
cropped up last year when, on the 
last day of voting, two players 
were opposed at the same match 
with equal votes, it was felt that 
too much responsibility was placed 
on the official, who was more. or 
less compelled to make a casting 
vote. I thought a repetition of this 
unfair to the referee. 

Mr. Dignam agreed with me 
that it would be better to leave the 
envelopes containing the votes 
sealed until the end of the season, 
when they will be opened by the 
executives of the Referees’ Asso- 
ciation and myself and the winner 
announced. 

Most soccer fans I have spoken 
to agree that this is the best 
method, as is the practice with 
best and fairest votes in other 
sports. 

However, readers may have dif- 
ferent views; perhaps a competi- 
tion among readers as to whom the 
final winner will be may prove in- 
teresting.—Yours, etc., :
